The ratio between 
marriages and divorces here was 
about 16 to I. far above the state 
average of 4 9 to I.

They would try to spot savers who 
were not likely to disturb their 
accounts, enter their deposits m 
the secret ledger and calculate 
regular interest. 


If one of those depositors asked

The scheme, unsuspected for 21 
years, was uncovered during a 
routine audit by state and federal 
examiners.

MIAMI BEACH. Fla. (AP) - 
The double 
All-Star game pro­ 
gram. unwanted by the baseball 
club owners ever since its incep­ 
tion three years ago, will termi­ 
nate with the 1962 season. 
This was made evident Friday 
when the American League half­ 
heartedly endorsed a second mid 
summer spectacular next year but 
warned in no uncertain tones that 
it would be the last. 
A league 
announcement, con­ 
veyed by public relations director 
Joe McKenney, read tersely: 
“The American 
League 
voted 
to participate in the second All- 
Star game in 1962 but it will not 
entertain any request for a second 
All-Star game again. A commit­ 
tee will be appointed to consider 
an alternate program which will 
benefit the major league players 
and benefit baseball.” 
O V E R W H E L M IN G VOTE 
The National League acceptance 
of the request for two games by 
the players, was given in a much 
more cooperative vein. 
The players had based their re­ 
quest on a vote of the body which 
favored the continuance of the 
two-game setup, 491 to 49. 
Commissioner Ford Frick gave 
some enlightenment as to why the 
owners decided to go along with 
the players one more time. 
“This is a partnership venture,” 
Frick explained, “and consequent­ 
ly if oivc partner wants to have 
nothing to do with it. that’s all 
there is to it. I would have no 
vote. It is completely up to them." 
Frick persistently has opposed 
the two All-Star game system . It 
is his belief a second game de­ 
tracts from the importance of the 
event.
